2. Provide a complete record of professional certification or licensure in each statein
which he has held a certificate or license and a copy of any current certificate or license;

3. Provide the name of the nonprofit organization, the dates and location of the voluntary
provision of services;

4. Pay aregistration fee of $10; and

5. Provide a notarized statement from a representative of the nonprofit organization
attesting to its compliance with provisions of § 54.1-2901 (27) of the Code of Virginia.
